It will also take 
the evidence of men who have suf- 
fered. 
It has appointed sub-commit- 


tees to deal with special aspects of 
the subject. It expects to report in 
the Autumn.

Generally the results of the in- 


quiry so far are understood to justi- 
fy the view that the term shell-shock 
is unfortunate. It is much to be re- 
gretted, indeed, that it was ever us- 
ed at all, because in many instances 
the bursting of a shell has nothing to 
do with, the shock the man receives. 
The evidence shows that the affec- 
tions of men 
said 
to be suffering 


Irom shell-shock are nervous diseas- 
es in all respects similar t6 those 
known to the medical profession in 
civic life. 
There is really no dis- 


tinction to l)e 
drawn, between the 


two. There arc, however, two class- 
es of cases. 
There is the class of 


where a man is knockd down 


perhaps buried, by a bursting shell. 
There are records of men being kill- 
ed outright by the firing of a shell 
close by, altho on examination they 
show no outward aigrt of a wound. 
Those may, in a sense, be described 
as .'hell-shock cases, but the major- 


tlie firing of tho shell.' What did 
the authorities do with those men in 
previous wars? 
Probably the men. 


who broke 
down became deserten 


and were shot. In the late war cas- 
es of desertion 
were 
very largely 


cases of men 
who wandered awaj 


and were found in a state of imbecil- 
,ty—unable to remember their name: 
or where they 
were. 
They were 


mercifully dealt with, because they 
were always 
overhauled medically 


before any serious sentence could b* 
passed upon them. In Wellington1! 
timo they were treated as deserters, 
and therefore as cowards. 


The conclusion to which the 
In- 


quiry points is that, given a good 
system of recruiting, care as to the 
mentality of the men, fine morale in 
the regiment, and good officers, es- 
pecially medical officers, there would 
be next to no shell-shock at all. .

It shall contain an accur- 


ate description of the car and the 
names and addresses of all prior 
owners, going bark to the maker. 


Sections 3 io G provide, that who- 


foevr violates,the act shall be lined 
not less than 525 and not more than 
$1 (100 and be imprisoned in state's 
prison for not. t'o exceed live years, 
nr both. 


Other 
provisions 
specify 
that 


each bill of sale shall be verified be- 
fore n notary public. If not so veri- 
fied, the document is valueless and 
the offense punishable under penal 
sections of the code, by a fine of ?25 
to $1,000. 


Purchasers are required to record 


the. duplicate copy of the bill of sale 
with the clerk of the courts in tho 
county in which lie resides.
